Physicians Chiropractors are 


at Civil War 


PRISONER GOES INSANE 


THE “DISCOVERER" FIRES A GUN 


D. D. Palmer, of Davenport, la., 


Writes Several Local Medical 


Men on Question. 


As Brainerd is, or rather, was tho hot 
bed for the new healing art known as 
chiropractic, a few letters which have 
been received by local physicians from 
I). I). Palmer, of Davenport, la., which 
are certainly lucid, will be of interest. 
Tho ardor of some of the most enthus­ 
iastic in this line in this city has been 
somewhat dampened and there is very 
little doing here now for chiropractors. 
The letters above referred to are writ 
ten in explanation or rather in attack­ 
ing tho bill introduced in the legisla­ 
ture by Senator (Ijertson, of Minneapo­ 
lis, creating a stato board of chiropractic 
examiners, and requiring an examina­ 
tion for a license to practice the healing 


art under that name. 
Palm er claims to be the “ discoverer." 
He declares that this bill is not the sarno 
one that was prepared before the state 
society. 
He says there have been 
rad 
ical changes to accomodate five men, 
who, if the bill is passed, will be the ex­ 
amining board and the whole profes­ 
sion. 
No one else will be able to get a 
license except graduates of a certain 
school. 
Tho circular letter goes after 
the measure in the following very lively 


manner: 
“ The bill is a cunningly devised one, 
designed for certain purposes. 
It is for 
that of creating a state office for live 
persons who are to regulate the practice 


of chiropractic in Minnesota. 
“ In the third paragraph of section 3* 
we tind that these live are appointed by 
the governor, at the suggestion of some 
person or persons familiar with the m a­ 
terial suitable for examiners. 
These 
five persons referred to above have form 
ed themselves into a mutual society for 


s e l f aggrandizement. 
I hey will advise 
the governor whom to choose for the ex­ 


amining board. 
“ A doctor of Minneapolis, in w riting 
of the ‘chiros’ of Minnesota, was not far 
from the truth when he said that they 
did not know a vertebra from a milking* 
stool. 
I think it unwise and unsuitable 
to legalize a lot of practitioners to ad 
just your spine when they have no an­ 
atomical knowledge of such.

Underground Wires 
The motion to dismiss the case of Eric 
Kronberg vs C. A. Walker was argued 
yesterday afternoon before Judge W ar­ 
ner in the municipal court and at the 
conclusion of tho arguments the court 
denied the same and the case will come 
up for hearing on Thursday, March 
10, as originally set. 
Considerable importance was attach­ 
ed to this motion and the decision 
rendered by Judge Warner is interest­ 
ing. He stated in giving his decision 
that it must not be inferred that he de­ 
clared the ordinance, under which Mr. 
Walker is operating his system in this 
city, valid neither did he want the un­ 
derstanding to go out that he declared 
it invalid. He simply denied the motion 
believing that the question of tho val- 
adity of the ordinance should be deter­ 
mined by a higher tribunal. The case 
will come up for trial on its merits on 
Thursday and no matter what the out­ 
come may be it is likely that it will be ap­ 
pealed and that judicial notice of the law 
points will be taken by Judge McClena- 
ban and perhaps by the supreme court. 
It is understood that there is consid­ 
erable feeling over the matter and the 
members of the council are not relish­ 
ing the stand taken by Mr. Walker in 
the matter. “It is,” one alderman said, 
“quite unbecoming in Mr. Walker to 
take advantage of a technicality, when 
it was thoroughly understood that an 
agreement was reached several years 
ago, under which agreement Mr. Walker 
has operated, being fully cognizant of 
the provisions of the ordinance which 
was drafted, both as to the rates to be 
charged for telephones and in reference 
to the penal provisions therein.” 
For some time it has been argued that 
Brainerd should get in line with other 
cities in the m atter of enforcing owners 
of telephone, telegraph or electric light 
wire.* to put them underground, and it 
was stated this morning that this m at­ 
ter would be taken up at the next meet­ 
ing of the city council, and that in the 
case of tho Brainerd Telephone ex­ 
change they will be required to lay un­ 
derground wires, which will doubtless 
intensify the war now on between the 
city and Mr. Walker.

Senator Shell introduced a bill a u ­

A resolution was introduced by Sen- 
atcr Lord and passed by a rising vote, 
adding Senators 
Fitzpatrick, Everett 
and Brower to the judiciary commit­ 
tee. 
The committee now consists of 
twenty-two 
members. 
Senator 
Fitz­ 
patrick and Everett are Democrats. 
A bill by Senator Eberhardt, relative 
to the 
participation of the 
national 
guard in army maneuvers, was passed. 
Senator Wood’s bill, permitting the 
admission of wives, widows and moth­ 
ers of soldiers to the 
soldiers’ home, 
was passed unanimously. 
Senator Thorpe’s bill, defining and 
providing punishment for the crime of 
"common and habitual liquor selling 
without license,” was passed. 
Senator Collester’s bill, making it a 
misdemeanor for any one to willfully 
disfigure a monument, shade tree or to­ 
ken of affec tion in cemetery grounds, 
was passed. 
The Dill to place the statue of Alex­ 
ander Ramsey in the halls of congress 
was recommended to pass. 
The cost 
is $15,000. 
Senator Stone’s mileage bill bill was 
on the calendar and passed without 
dissent. 
Under th*1 terms of the bill, 
railroad mileage books are transfer­ 
able ami may be used by the holders 
of the same 
without formal 
assign­ 
ment. 
The senate passed the bill abolish­ 
ing th<> office of senate fireman. 
The anti-bucket shop 
bill was on 
general orders, the author being Sena­ 
tor Ward, 
who proposed an 
amend­ 
ment that the bill shall not apply to 
cities oi over 50,000. 
The amendment 
prevailed. 
Progress on the bill was 
reported.
